These are firm conclusloni 
obtained through a minute re- 
search carried out by Iho Re-, 
mahlan Centre of Sports ftlcdl- 
olno and which have broadened 
Ihe prospects of tlio, best Ireat- 
meiils for the preservation of 
the population's benllh.

The Interdisciplinary teams 
from the Pbarmaoy Faoulty in 
Tlrgu Mure* have tooused, In a 
first stage of aotivKy, on so- 
lecilng and aysfematlalng species 
with high tberapeutloBl proper- 
ties. Then tboy began lab stu- 
dies and teals. At present, after 
ampls researches aimed at 
obtaining useful drugs with 
excellent actions In. lighting 
diseases of the control nervous 
ss^fem, certain internal affec- 
tions. ' (lie professors nnd stn- 
denls of thta faeullg are the 
authors of. over 'to drugs based 
on medioinni herbs. These drugs 
are prodnoed iu Ibo labs of 


the faculty and In a golenlcal 
lab of the pbarmaociilloal net- 
work tn Tfigu Mureg, wblob Is 
also the base of applioative 
learning In the InsiUulo. 

It goes without saying that In 
order to develop these re- 
searches and at the same lime 
to Inereaso tbe quantity of me- 
diolnal herbs, (he Tlrgu Mureg 
speolailsts oso as production 
base, besides the balanloal gar- 
den many other areas organised 
wHhln specialised I«-ma. Tho 
medicinal herbs are Industrially 
processed In a pilot station. 
They will be processed now by 
■ niodem drug fBotory that bai 
recently come Into operatloin In 
Tlrgu Murog.
